per, especially as it was unders tood that some 
of the firms never gave paper for merchan 
dlse. It was thought that the firms m ado an 
exception to oblige Swezey & Dart, who were 
known to have a small capital for their busl< 
ness. To prevent discovery the notes were 
met Uforc they were due, with money raised 
on other notes of a similar nature.

THE SPOILS OV orFKSfc. 


Perhaps no public speaker in thU 


eountry of equal standing is in 8 bettei 
situation to cpeak his sentiments from an 
independent 
standpoint than Joseph 


Cook, the learned Boston lecturer. Hii 
yiewa upon the "Spoils of Office," are 
food thought for every one who debirea 
the perpetuity of our free institutions, 
and a government by and for the people. 
Before ail immense audience in the "Old 
South," -Mr. Cook spoke as follows: 


Our fathers in the Mayflower began 


their famous political compact with the 
words, "In the name of God. 
Amen." 


Daniel "Webster was accustomed to call 
this sentence the first clause of the Amer- 
ican Constitution. The most important 
change now taking place in our politics 
is the slow and sly erasure of these old 
words, and the substitution for them ol 
certain new ones: "In the name of party. 
Amen." 


It is high time that we should make 4 


distinction between the nominal and the 
actual supreme law of politics iu the 
United States. The people rule nomi- 
nally; really, they do not often have the 
power of 'nominating pfficeis. The peo- 
ple 'count votes nominally ; really the 
the counting is done by political mana- 
ipra. The people are supreme nominal- 
,y; but really they have little more than 
a veto-power on nominations made in 
party caucuses.

* 


What constitutes anarchy under Amer- 


ican institution? The refusal of any 
lawful minority, however large, to sub- 
mit peacably to any lawful majority, 
however small. How long lias it taken 
to educate the Anglo-Saxon race into a 
•ubmission to a lawful •majority of one! 
Two thousand yean. What other por- 
tions of the race hare been educated in- 
to this political self-control? No other 
portions of any large extent. 
Where 


are we, therefore, in every closely con- 
tested election, when much is to be lost 
or won by a small majority ? Why, bal 
anting ourselves on a knife-ridge as Al 
pine climbers do when they stand at tlu 
summit of mountain-ranges, with the 
heel in Italy and the ball of the foot in 
Switzerland. What is> there to throw us 
out of balance? More and more every 
year with the growth in size and fatness 
of the political spoils we carry in OBI 
arms, as we stand on the giddy granite 
blade of small majorities. At a public re- 
ception of a governor of Jla-^iduwttd, 
President Seelye quoted a military offi- 
cer of high position as expiring the 
opinion that in the United States we 
have had our last president elected by 
the people.

Not exactly a king, and yet 
a power wh'eh at this iiionient I bel'ieu* 
to lie as oppicsai\p in this country and 
as law less as Q\ er King George was in 
the old colonies—the power of political 
managers acting as party men and dis- 
tributing the people's offices exclusive!)

The '^spoils of office" arc now 100,000 


civil service officers,wh<i arc turned out 
or in with c .cry change of the adminis- 
tration. Our population doubles every 
25 or 30 years; and soon there will be 
200,000 to turn out and put in. 


The Maine and Louisiana frauirs show 


that the honesty of thiul and fourth 
rate politicians in contested elections 
will not'stand the pressure. 


The remedy:— 
We mutt djimipish fraud by diiniu- 


bbing the- temptation to it; that is, by 
the destruction of the partisan-spoils- 
system, which takes the people's oilices 
and distributes them to party-men to 
pay fop 'm#reiy"psr,tisan services. In- 
stead of changing 100,000 or 200,000 
men every time parties change why not 
idopt the principle of Washington, Ad- 
ams and Jefferson,—turn out no man for 
merely partisan reasons, rearrange only 
the'leading officers in the civil service 
and so change not more than 500 men 
or 1,000. Reform the civil service.

The New Stock Yards. 


Just east ot the city, between the 


track of the Wabash and the I., D. & 
S. railways, a new enterprise has been 
started which will prove to be a most 
valuable aid in the handling of stock 
at this point, and especially In its 
shipment. 


Mr. Duck, of Ohio, has, at the point 


designated, enclosed a number of acres 
with a high fence, and this enclosure 
he has partitioned off into several 
large yards, for the accommodation of 
different kinds of stock, and on the 
north side of the cncloseure he has 
built a large number of sheds and 
pens, particularly for the accommoda- 
tion of hogs left there for shipment, 
or stopping over here for re-shipmant. 


These yards are furnished with race- 


ways, both on the norl'i and south 
sides, properly arranged for the load- 
ing of stock upon cars, either for the 
Wabash or the I., D.& S. railway 


Operations will be commenced at 


the yards, and stock will be received 
for shipment, just as soon as the city 
can lay pipes to supply the yards with 
water. The general encloseure is of 
sufficient capacity to take care of 80 
car load* of stock at one time, and 
when business is fairly under way this 
will be one of the liveliest places in 
the city, or in its suburbs. Mr. Duck, 
the proprietor of the yards, has five 
others of equal capacity, at different 
points in the country -one at Denison, 
Texas, one at Venita, Indian Territory, 
one at Parsons, Kansas, one at Han- 
nibal, Missouri and one at Brunswick, 
Missouri. 


Mr. Duck is expected here to-day, if 


he has not already .arrived. 
Our re 


porter is under many obligations to 
Mr. Shade, the polite and gentlemanly 
assistant at the yards, who has just 
brought his family here from the 
Hoosier state, to whom also a pleasant 
introduction was bad.
